GRAIN RATION FOR COWS. 


Pairy Cattl* Should Be. Fed According 


to Milk Production. 


A good many feeders vary 
the 


»mount of feed they give their cows 
According to the price of the feed ra- 
ther than from what their cowi are 
doing. .When grain In high In price 
the claim is often made that It doesn't 
pay to feed the cows very much grain. 
As a matter of fact. If we have a cow 
that U worth feeding at all she should 
have all the grain that the can make 
proper returns for. 


She should have all the rough feed 


inch as hay, silage, corn fodder, etc, 
the can eat np clean. Then she should 
jet about one-third as moch grain as 
»he gives pounds of milk. A cow giv- 
ing six quarts of milk twice a day U 
riving about twenty-five pounds of 
milk per day. She should have about 
eight pounds of ground feed divided 
Into two rations, one In the morning 
tnd one at night. 


When the cow begins to fall off la 


ber milk the feed should be gradually 
cnt down so as to keep the proportion 
about one-third as much grain as she 
fives milk. 


A jood cow will nse about one-half 


of all tte feed she can possibly eat for 
keeping op ber own weight. She will 
us* this necessary amount whether 
sh« gets all the feed she ou?bt to get 
or get* only partly enough. 
If we 


give the cow three-fourths of a ration 
she oses two-thirds of the amount to 
keep her body at « given weight *od 
only return* dairy products for the 
other third. The cost of all the feed 
she eats and the profit most come out 
»f this on Mhird. 
• 


If we give Ibis name cow all the feed 


the needs, keeping In mind the above 
proportions between meal and milk, 
she ose* one half of the total ration 
for body maintenance and the other 
one-half for pro.]act. 
It Is easy ta 


figure out whlvh U the mortxeconomi- 
cal ration. 
It U a mistake to under- 


feed a cow and K Is * mistake to over* 
feed her.-nice Valley Bulletin.
